AUTOBAHN 

Instructions For Play 



Welcome to the AUTOBAHN, the world's fastest 
highway. This is your chance to tour the AUTOBAHN in 
the latest Formula 7 race car (sponsored by SIRIUS 
SOFTWARE, of course]. You will be able to race at 
speeds from 120 to 200 KPH. But be on the lookout for 
road hazards. These include puddles, other cars, fire 
trucks, dark tunnels, and narrow bridges. Since your per- 
formance will be measured by the number of kilometers 
you travel, you must avoid these hazards at all costs. 
Further up the AUTOBAHN the number of hazards 
increase, so be careful! 

To Begin 

You can control your Formula 7 car by means of the key- 
board or with paddle 0L To start the tour insert the AUTO- 
BAHN diskette in your drive and boot the disk in the usual 
manner. If you do not know how to boot the disk please 
contact your Apple dealer. Do not try to use the BASICS 
disk or the LOAD or RUN commands. This diskette will 
boot directly on any Apple II or II + with 48K of RAM.

When the AUTOBAHN appears on the screen you may 
begin by pressing any key. At first, the game will default to 
keyboard control with the sound on. To steer the car with 
the keyboard use the right and left arrow keys. The space 
bar will fix your position. To change defaults, press "S" to 
toggle the sound off and on, and press "P" to use the 
game paddle instead of the keyboard. The "K" key returns 
you to keyboard control. The number keys "1," "2, M and 
"3" switch your speeds from 120 to 160 to 200 KPH 
respectively. When using the game paddle, you may 
switch speeds by depressing the paddle button momen- 



tarily. If your speed is 120 KPH and you press the button 
your speed indicator on the screen should then show 1 BO 
KPH. Again, and your speed should be 200 KPH. Again, 
and your speed will be back to 160 KPH. Again, and you 
will back to 1 20 KPH. The cycle will repeat in this fashion. 
You will probably lose a couple of cars getting the defaults 
set to your style and ability ... no sweat, your sponsor 
can afford the extra cars. 

Road Ha^anHc 

Warnings of narrow bridges will be displayed in the upper 
right corner of the screen. This means the road is going to 
narrow drastically. Stay near the center of the road when 
this warning appears. No warnings are given for the other 
hazards, so stay on your toes. 

To Restart 

To restart the game at any time, press the CONTROL key 
down at the same time you press the "R" key (Control R). 
To restart the game after you've managed to lose all 
three of your $150,000 prototypes, just press any key, 
or if using the game paddle, the paddle button, and you'll 
be on your way again.

This diskette, when booted, will do a quick test of itself 
and your Apple. This assures that the load of the game is 
exact. Failing the test results in a "beep" and an attempt 
at rebooting will occur. If after several "beeps" the game 
is still not running, you have one of the following problems: 
1 ) the disk drive is out of adjustment 2] there is bad RAM 
in the Apple 33 you have a bad diskette. Try the diskette 
on a different Apple to eliminate the possibility of a bad 
diskette. CWe test all our products prior to shipment; 
however, a duplicate of the game is on the backside of the 
disk just in case.)
